Otis has asked for an effective 


•force of 30,000 men. That means 'that 
ie wants that number of men constant- 
ly prepared -to take their position on 
-the firing line. 
XInder a decision of 


•the law officers of the war department 
it is held that the medical and hospital 
•corps should not be included -in com- 
muting -the numerical strength of the 
regular army, which by law is author- 
ized at 65,000. 
Hence that branch of 


•the service will not .be included in Gen 
Otis' 30,000 men. 


Gen. 
Otis reports that 15 per cent 


--of his command is incapaciated by sick- 
ness, etc., and it is supposed he lias 
'2,000 men in. hospitals. 
The action 


' -which the president -took before leav- 


ing Washington anticipated such a con- 
dition. He authorized Gen. Otis to', in- 
-crease his 
force 
by 5,000, ex-pectins 


many of the -volunteers to remain,and 
•enlist under this authority, forming 
the skeleton of at least four regiments. 
As it now stands, Gen. Otis is to have' 
-35,000 men, sufficient, it is believed, to- 
give him,,an effective force of at- least 
-30,000. 


The step's taken by the war depart- 


•ment are considered adequate for or- 
-dinary Conditions. Should it be found 
the climatic conditions incapacitate, a 
larger percentage of the troops than is 
•anticipated, a new calculation will be 
made., and action . promptly taken, to 


orlng' tih'e effective force" to'-.tne max- 
imum desired. 


This is one contingency-which may 


cause the recruiting of additional pro- 
visional regiments. Another is a change 
in the conditions, which confront the 
American 
army. 
Should sprnetliing 


happen to cause .Gen. Otis to revise his 
estimate and increase his maximum lie 
will be re-enforced. The president will 
give him all the force he asks for. 


Secretary Alger .would not commit 


himself on the present recruiting of 
the army further than to say that it 
would be brought up to the limit of 65,- 
000, and that the regiments of volun- 
teers formed by -Gen. Otis would be 
brought up to their full. strength. He 
would not say that recruiting would 
then cease, nor would he admit that it 
Would continue for the purpose of rais- 
ing a provisional army. The emphasis 
he placed upon his remarks seemed to 
warrant the "belief that in bis opinion 
at least -the president would find H de- 
sirable to exceed the 70,000 limit, which 
has been placed upon the size of the 
army. He can 'have 100,000, including 
the regulars, and Secretary. Alger 
would, it can be safely said, indorse the 
proposition to raise that number .of 
men.

Simply Superb. 


The notion, which foreigners Imve o£ 


the roads of Greece, that they are bad 
compared with those o£ other coun- 
tries, is an error, says the Paris Daily 
Messenger. A bicycle journey through 
Italy and Sicily disabused me of that 
notions The worst road that I ever 
tried was between Caserta and Naples, 
and the next worst was that leading to 
Rome from the north. There are, of 
course, some bad roads in Greece, but 
even Sicily, to say nothing o£ worse 
roads in Italy, cured me ot complain- 
ing against Greece. For a pure pleas- 
ure ride the road between Tripolitza 
and Sparta would be hard to match 
anywhere in the -world. It is in capi- 
tal condition, and, on account of its 
gentle gratle, involves very little, walk- 
ing. Six hours suffice.for the journey 
in either direction and the view eithei 
way is superb. The ride through. Ae 
tolia and Acarnania, regions, consid- 
ered half-civilized in the classical pe- 
riod of Greek history, "but always fine 
in natural beauty, with big lakes and 
rivers that "move in. majesty" (a rare 
thing in Greece), hedged in by high 
mountains, is perhaps the best 
in 


Greece. 
One ricle.s from the shore of 


the Corinthian gulf, opposite Patras, 
to Arta (Ambracia),- in two days, with 
a comfortable night at Agrinion, pass- 
ing the historic Missolonghi and visit- 
ing the ruins ot 
Calydon, 
Pieuron, 


Oeniadae,' Stratos, Limnaea and Ani- 
philochian Argos; while, to* the right 
and left are other ruins which invite 
one to make detours if not in a hurry. 
And one ought not to omit the recent- 
ly excavated Thermon.the ancient cap- 
ital o£ Aetolia, even it it does cost ar 
extra day.

The secret.was revealed by ac- 
cident. 
Years ago, when he was 
a 


woods foreman, he had great trouble 
in finding cant dog handles that would 
not bend. Ash and oak made excel- 
lent handles, but as soon as they be- 
came' wet the men who piled the logs 
bent them into fantastic shapes. Aftei 
ten years of trial with all kinds ot 
wood Mr., S'harp learned that rock ma- 
ple was the only material that would 
remain stiff after it was water-soaked. 
As a result of this every cant dog 
now. 
has a rock maple hanc-le. 
Two 


years ago this spring Senator Sharp 
went down the . river and bought .a 
dozen shad fresh from the weirs. On 
his way home he stopped at Orono to 
visit the cant dbg factory and have a 
planked shad for dinner. As no green 
ash could ,be had for the planking, a 
fresh and sappy slab was sawed ofl 
from the cant dog stock at the mill 
and to this the shad w'as pegged, aftei 
-which it was upholstered with thin 
strips of fat salt pork and placed upon 
the coals to cook. 
The heat of the 


fire- started the maple sap in the' alab 
and made It sizzle about the shad, and 
by the time the fish was cooked it 
was surrounded with a crystal wall oi 
maple sugar. Men who helped eat the 
first shad ever cooked in maple syruj. 
say it was something to remember foi 
a lifetime. They finished .the entire 
fish in short order, and then cooked an- 
other and another, using a fresh slab 
every time. ' Then they went and told 
their friends about the wonderful dish. 
At present no one thinks about using 
white ash when green rock maple can 
be procured for cooking shad. 
The 


men who are fond of planked shad 
cooked by the Sharp process are aboul 
to give the senator a dinner, at a Ban 
gor 'hotel in order to convince him 
Mow thoroughly they 
appreciate 
his

other articles of the kind', and not a 
few Parisiennes of the period were al- 
so dressed there. .

exist. . There, too; was 
the 
Theatei 


Moliere; -while, in the matter of liter- 
ary reminiscence, it was in the Passage 
Saumon that Victor Hugo wrote part 
of "Marion Delprme" one rainy day 
when he entered a cafe there. Al- 
phouse Dauclet, too,, has left a detaile'd 
description of the place in one of his 
earliest books, Le Petit Chose. There 
are many Parisians of the present gen- 
eration who do not even know where 
the Passage Saumon is. The spot has 
long been neglected for more stately 
and more monotonous localities in thfc 
west, wherein every well-dressed man 
and woman thinks and acts alike.

"Criminal Abortion"—Dr. Henry T. 
Byford Opens Discussion. 


The Central Wisconsin Medical sosiety 


held their regular ° annual meeting in 
the rooms of the Kock County Caledo- 
nian society today. The opening scs 
sion was called to order at 10 o'clock 
this morning by Dr. F. T. ISfye of Be- 
loit, president of the association. About 
forty members of the medical profession 
from out of the city were in attendance. 
After the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting held at Madison last 
March, and their adoption on motion of 
Dr. Whiting, Dr. Nye stated that the 
morning would be devoted to the topic 
of "Criminal Abortion" and called on Dr. 
Henry T. Byford, of Chicago, to open 
the discussion. 
According to the views 


of this eminent specialist, the case is 
•very rare that requires an abortion. 


As for a criminal abortion no reput- 


able medical practioner would under any 
circumstances think of undertaking this 
operation. 
Not because of the danger 


that attends it but looking at it simply 
on a moral ground. His able and clean 
paper was warmly received. 


President Nye then introduced M. G. 


Jeffris, stating that it was the intention 
to view this matter from a legal stand- 
point. 


Mr. Jeffris was closely followed and 


proved 
most interesting. 
Prominent 


among the points brought out was the 
difference in. the statutes of the forty- 
four states which bring this operation 
within the class of crimes. While he 
had only made a cursory examination, 
his opinion -was that these laws were the 
product of an Anglo-Saxon civilization. 
Though a part of the law of European 
countries, they were practically a dead 
letter and only strictly adhered to in 
England and Amerika. Taking France 
as an . example where the greatest per- 
centage of such operations are known, 
the country is rapidly becoming depopu- 
lated and her statesmen deem it oil the 
gravest import. . The speaker thought 
it was the duty—the patriotic duty—of 
every American citizen, whatever his 
calling', to discourage this rapidly in- 
creasing evil. 


The Clergyman's side was next treated 


by Kev. A. C. Smith of this city. 
While 


considering it a . delinate question for a 
clergyman, for two reasons, because it 
was put of his sphere and he was ignor 
ant as the extent of the evil, he 'did be- 
lieve in laying aside false modesty or 
prudery, and doing all in his power to 
abate this alarming evil. It was his 
idea that excellent results could, be ob- 
tained by a state institution where 
women in this condition could be taken 
care of and returned to their homes 
without being forever disgracee1. Much 
good might be done by-the clergy, but 
the solving of the problem remained 
with the true arid .honorable.' physician 
who prized his profession above all 
things. The reverend gcntleaaan was 
frequently applauded while a perfect 
ovation greeted him at the close. 


Dr. W. H. Earles, president of the 


Milwaukee Medical college, presented the 
last prepared article and the subject was 
handled in a most skillful manner, the 
learned physician fully agreeing with 
the great specialist who opened the dis 
cussion. 
Quacks we're roundly scored 


and the young-men urged to.use every I 
means in their power to avoid this fear-1 
ful crime. 


Rev. Father Goeb'el was called on and 


made a brief talk but right to the point 
on the question.

It was expected that Kev. G. B. Lea-

The remainder of the 
morning was 


given up to an open discussion and the 
opinion, of all was that DO man worthy 
of the title, Doctor, would, unless in ex- 
ceptional cases make use of the opera- 
tion.

Chief Hogan Makes the Discovery .of 


One of the Most Pitiful of Cases- 
August Carlson Is 'the Man's Name 
and He Was Nearly Frozen to 
Death in Michigan. 


With both legs severed above the 


knee and with every finger gone on both 
hands, August Carlson, an ex-lumber- 
man,-was found last evening, near the 
depot by Chief of Police Hogau. 
"- 


Carlson stated that he had arrived in 


town on a passenger train from Chicago. 


He said that he lost his limbs and 


fingers by being frozen in the Michigan 
pineries in 1896 near Crystal Falls by 
being caught in a blizzard while work- 
ing with a companion, who froze to 
death, dying soon after help had leached 
them. 


Carlson is a pitiful sight to- behold 


and when found by Chief Hogan was 
almost famished, not having had a,thing 
to eat for two days. 


He said that his left leg. bothered him 


and that for t.vo days and nights he lay 
on the grass near a railroad track in( 
hopes that it would heal. 


He possesses a pair of artificial limbs, 


but being a heavy man the weight ol! 
his body on his stump limbs has caused 
him much pain. 
- Last evening the 
unfertunate niun 


was -taken to 
Adam Holt's 
hotel, 


and was tenderly cared for in the vacant 
building adjoining the hotel on the 
north. 


This morning Dr. J. B. Whiting, Jr., 


was called, and the examination made by 
him showed that Carlson had not told 
half 
the .suffering that he had gone 


through. 
The end of his left limb was 


in bad condition. 


Officer Konyon was notified, and Carl- 


son seemed delighted to think that he 
could visit the poor farm until his limb 
healed: 


Carlson is a Swede, twenty-nine years 


of age. unmarried,-and appears to .be a 
perfect gentleman.

When offered a drink of whisky he re- 


fused, saying that ho was a temperance 
man. 


Carlson says he has no relatives in 


this country, and that, ho- le£t Sweden^ 
for America when a mere boy. 


Chief 
Hogan says that in all his 


years' experience as an officer here, he 
never ran across a more pitiful case.

Saragossa, where order was restored 
about midnight by the most vigorous 
measures. The troops were obliged to 
fire on. the mob, and eighteen persons 
were dangerously wounded.

ley at the mob, killing one and wound- 
ing a number of others.
